Bad weather burdens 
region with delays, 
poor travel conditions 

Washington 

A powerful winter storm lay a 
snow blanket from the South to 
the Northeast on Sunday, turning 
roads slick; stranding thousands of 
airline, train and bus passengers; 
and putting a chill in retailers’ day- 
after- Christmas sales. 

Up to 20 inches of snow was 
expected in some areas, including 
Boston, where an aquarium had to 
protect — of all things — penguin 
ice sculptures from the elements. 

Snow started falling around New 
York City late Sunday morning, by 
which time nearly 1,000 flights out 
of the region’s three major airports 
had already been canceled in antic- 
ipation of the storm. More cancel- 
lations were expected. 

Some flights out of Philadelphia, 
Boston, Washington, Baltimore and 
the Carolinas also were canceled. 
Amtrak canceled train service from 
New York to Maine on Sunday eve- 
ning, after doing the same earlier 
for several trains in Virginia. 

Bus companies also canceled 
routes up and down the East Coast, 
affecting thousands of travelers. 

The Northeast is getting the 
brunt of the storm.

Consumer spending, 
fewer worker layoffs 
signal improvements 

Washington 

Economic reports suggest employers 
are laying off fewer workers; busi- 
nesses are ordering more comput- 
ers and appliances; and consumers 
are spending with more confidence. 
Combined, the data confirm the 
economy is improving, and further 
job gains are expected in 2011. 

The economy’s outlook is 
brightening even though hiring 
has yet to strengthen enough to 
reduce an unemployment rate near 
10 percent. 

The number of people apply- 
ing for unemployment benefits fell 
last week to a seasonally adjusted 
420,000, the Labor Department 
said Thursday. That’s the second- 
lowest level since July 2008. 

Applications have fallen below 
425,000 in four of the past five 
weeks — a significant improve- 
ment after hovering most of the

Republican Congress

The end of the year means a turn- 
over of House control from Dem- 
ocratic to Republican and, with 
it, Congress’ approach to immi- 
gration. 

In a matter of weeks. Congress 
will go from trying to help young, 
illegal immigrants become legal 
to debating whether children born 
to parents who are in the country 
illegally should continue to enjoy 
automatic U.S. citizenship. 


Such a hardened approach — 
and the rhetoric certain to accom- 
pany it — should resonate with the 
GOP faithful who helped swing the 
House in Republicans’ favor.

Finish Line Near for Fenty in D.C. 



Controversial mayor’s 
legacy unclear as his 
term comes to an end 

Washington 

In one term, the administration of 
D.C. Mayor Adrian M. Fenty com- 
pleted massive construction and 
renovation projects — 120 schools, 
recreation centers, parks, play- 
grounds and athletic fields, accord- 
ing to city statistics. 

In some areas, Fenty outper- 
formed his predecessors, includ- 
ing two -term mayor Anthony A. 
Williams, who many credit with 
pulling the District back from the 
brink of financial collapse. Fenty 
is credited with driving the trans- 
formation of several neighbor- 
hoods, securing mayoral control 
of schools and ousting perceived 
critics of reform. 


Dan Tangherlini, who served 
as Fenty’s city administrator for 
234 years, said he thinks the may- 
or’s political epitaph is indelible. 
“He will be remembered in many 
ways as the mayor who built off 
the reforms begun under Mayor 


Williams and took them to the 
next level,” he said. “I don’t know 
if there’s any one school or park or 
recreation center. ... He should have 
his name chiseled on an awful lot 
of them.” 

Others see the departing mayor 


as a polarizing figure, a cocktail of 
ruthless hypocrisy (he turned his 
back on some neighborhoods and 
wasn’t transparent, some thought), 
misguided loyalty (he awarded 
million-dollar contracts to frater- 
nity brothers and unconditionally 
backed former schools chancellor 
Michelle A. Rhee) and imperious 
leadership. 

But for Fenty, this is not a time 
for reflection. The triathlete in him 
won’t allow it — not until his run 
as mayor ends Jan. 2. “If anjThing, 
it’s just sort of running through 
the tape,” he said, “to use a sports 
metaphor.” 

It’s too soon to gauge how Fenty 
will rank among 21st-century may- 
ors, but he has often urged those 
who would judge him to look beyond 
his brash governing style and exam- 
ine the results. He declined to give 
an interview to discuss his legacy.

Ride on the Safe Side 

No matter who you’re ringing in the New Year with, don’t forget 
you already have two friends Looking out for you on Friday night 
— and in the wee hours of Saturday: SmarTrip and SoberRide. 


With the former loaded up in your wal- 
let, you have about a bazillion designat- 
ed drivers, who will take you practical- 
ly anywhere in the region. With the latter 
programmed into your phone (1-800-200- 
TAXI), you have a backup plan in case you 
stumble over to Metro Center at 3:15 a.m., 
realize you’re out of cash and miss the last 
train of the night. 

There’s no excuse for drunk driving, ever. 
Although you’re allowed to kvetch about 
Metro being slow or busted or crowded, 
any of those things is better than getting 
behind the wheel wasted. And it seems peo- 
ple around here are mostly smart enough to 
have figured that out: Our region has signif- 


icantly fewer alcohol-related traffic fatali- 
ties than the national average. 

But there are still too many, and that’s 
where the Washington Region- 
al Alcohol Program comes in. 
The nonprofit that organizes 
SoberRide (Wrap.org/sober- 
ride), which about 700 party- 
goers took advantage of last 
New Year’s (and 49,000 peo- 
ple have relied on for events 
over the past 17 years), wants 
to remove all obstacles to a 
safe trip home. The service is purposely 
available until 6 a.m. — well after final call 
and the 3 a.m. closing time for Metro — and 



operates the last two weeks of the year, so 
you can feel free to give them a jingle even 
if your celebration started a few days earli- 
er than expected. 

They’ll pick up the first $30 of your tab. 


which covers most rides, and the only restric- 
tions are that the call has to originate in 
the region and the drop-off point must be 
a domicile. (Sorry, you’re not getting a free 
lift to another bar.) 

If you have enough dough to pay your 
own way, though, please do it. Spending 
for safety is never a rip-off, and it’s critical 
to keep SoberRide available to people who 
are genuinely stuck. 

For a deal, I can hook you up with that 
in Baltimore. This Dec. 31 promises to be 
the best year ever to count down to mid- 
night in Charm City, and not just because 
I’m going to be there. Miller Lite Free 
Rides (Millerlitefreerides.com) is coming 
to town for the first year. That means the 
beer business is footing the bill for all pub- 
lic transit until the system shuts down at 
2 a.m. All light-rail, Metro and bus routes 
are covered. 

And, hopefully, so are your transporta- 
tion plans.

Return policies have grown more 
complicated by the year, and that 
could lead to maddening encounters 
at the register when it comes time to 
return that leg-shaped lamp.

Product Policy 

The bigger the seller, the more diz- 
zying the return policies. Amazon. |

Gift Card Shopping 

Don’t blindly assume you’re getting a good deal just because 
you’re shopping after Christmas. Stores know people will be 
spending gift cards and that they are less likely to scrutinize 
prices. You can find good discounts on items such as coats, hats 
and snow shovels that are less likely to sell with each passing 
day, because stores know they have to unload them. But more 
evergreen items such as video game systems are much less 
likely to be on sale, (ap) 


dozen product-specific policies. 

In general, jewelry and elec- 
tronics are subject to much earlier 
deadlines, and an 3 Thing bought on 
sale can be difficult to take back. 
Big-box stores also tailor rules for 
categories such as clothing or items 
for the home. 

Return policies tend to be more 
elaborate for items bought online 
because there are no space restraints 
on listing terms and conditions in 
cyberspace, said Edgar Dworsky, 
who runs ConsumerWorld.org, a 
website that compiles an annual 
survey of store return policies. 

The Holiday Factor 

Holiday return policies are for 
purchases made between specific 
dates, typically sometime between 
November and Christmas. But the 
time frame can vary, and if your 


gift wasn’t purchased during the 
specified period, you may be stuck. 
And there may be no leniency for 
certain types of gifts. Before you 
rip off any tags, consider whether 
you want to return the item for the 
reduced price and pocket the cash 
or pile up the store credit. 

The Cost of Returns 

Restocking fees typically apply to 
electronics that have been removed 
from the packaging, which can cost 
you about 15 percent of the origi- 
nal purchase price. 

There are other ways to get 
dinged with returns. At Amazon, 
com, shoes returned after the 
30-day deadline incur a 20 percent 
late fee. With online purchases, 
you may have to pay for the ship- 
ping costs depending on the store.

If there’s one thing the Washing- 
ton Redskins have done right this 
season, it’s overtime. 

Kevin Barnes intercepted David 
Garrard’s second pass in overtime, 
setting up Graham Gano’s 31-yard 
field goal that gave the Redskins a 
20-17 victory over the Jacksonville 
Jaguars and snapped a four-game 
losing streak Sunday. 

Rex Grossman had a touchdown 
pass early, and Ryan Torain added 
a 1-yard plunge on fourth down 
late. But the Redskins (6-9) won 
this game with defense. 

Washington played without 
several defensive starters, includ- 
ing linebacker Brian Orakpo and 
safeties Reed Doughty and Kareem 
Moore, and lost cornerback Carlos 
Rogers during the game. 

It didn’t matter. The Redskins 
stuffed Jacksonville’s running game, 
pressured Garrard and came up big 
when it mattered most. The win was 
Washington’s third in four over- 
time games this season. 

The Jaguars (8-7) have lost two 
in a row and need help to make 
the playoffs. They need to win at 
Houston next week and have Ten- 
nessee upset Indianapolis to win 
the AFC South. 

Jacksonville tied the game at 
17 on Garrard’s 20 -yard run with 
2:44 remaining. The quarterback 
draw seemingly caught the Red-

Gano 
drilled it on third down. 

The Jaguars looked mostly 
uncomfortable in the coldest home 
game in team history. They had 
seven penalties, allowed four sacks, 
fumbled twice, had two turnovers 
and missed a field goal. 

The Redskins were much more 
efficient. Grossman completed 19 
of 39 passes for 182 yards, with a 
touchdown and an interception.

Blatche Sorry for Fight 



Wizards teammates 
came to blows at a 
D.C.-area nightclub 

The Wizards 

Wizards forward Andray Blatche 
issued an apology Sunday, a day 
after he and teammate JaVale 
McGee were suspended for con- 
duct detrimental to the team. 

Blatche and McGee both missed 
the Wizards’ game on Sunday 
against the San Antonio Spurs after 
the two had a dispute outside an 
area club last week. 

“I’m very sorry for the incident,” 
Blatche wrote in a text message. “I 
had no intention of this ever hap- 
pening. I apologize for my behav- 
ior, to my family, the whole Wiz- 
ards organization, my fans, my 
teammates and coaches.” 

Witnesses at Shadow Room in 
Northwest have said that the Wiz- 
ards’ starting front line cursed at 
each other, while two sources added 
that Blatche and McGee exchanged 
punches before being restrained from 
each other. According to one source, 
A1 Thornton attempted to break

up the fight and was punched by a 
club bouncer.

Blatche, the Wizards’ leading 
scorer, originally denied that he and 
McGee fought, claiming that the two 
had “only one push” while exiting 
the club in an effort to avoid other 


fights inside. The Wizards stated 
that it was “simply a disagreement 
between teammates” before investi- 
gating further and determining that 
punishment was in order. 

Blatche, 24, is in the first year 
of a contract that will pay him 
$35 million over the next five years. 
He broke his right foot last summer 
and has missed four games this sea- 
son because of injuries to his left hip 
and knee. He was suspended for one 
game last season after getting bel- 
ligerent with the coaches and train- 
ers.

Bud Greenspan, the filmmaker 
whose documentaries often soared 
as triumphantly as the Olympic 
athletes he chronicled for more 
than six decades, died at his home 
in New York City.

After winning her Oscar for 
“Shakespeare in Love,” Gwyneth 
Paltrow couldn’t get out of bed for 
three weeks.
